DEATH OVER BERLIN 

A Pravda eye-witness account 
said hundreds of house-to-house 
battles raged in the eastern sector, 
where Russian storm troops at- 
tecked each house as if it were a 
iortress. 

“Each stone of the city, 
meter of street is against us,” the 
correspondent wrote. “We have to 
take them with our blood. 

“Men from Siberia and the 


Volga are fighting down the broad 


streets of Berlin. They moved 
down Berliner allee. They are im- 
petient. ‘On to Berlin’ is written 
on their tanks.” 

Deep, personal hatred for the 
Nazis spurred onward these men 
who had battled al] the 1,000-mile 
route from the gates of their own 
capital back through their own 
great, wrecked cities. Red as In- 
dians from the dust of Berlin's 
crumbling brick walls, they ham- 
mered relentlessly forward under 
@ shattering barrage of artillery 
concentrated on the very heart of 
the Third Reich.

Threatened in a three-way squeeze, the “last stand” German armies in the Bavarian 
area are giving signs of bracing for a showdown battle with fast-moving Allied armies 


moving in ever closer for the kill. 


Gen. Patton’s Third Army, advancing in ground-grab- 


bing strides and hopping the Danube at four points, moved to within eight miles of the Aus- 
trian border, and to within 85 miles of the Russian southern line, threatening to cut off 
Czechoslovakia and trap whatever German forces have been unable to withdraw. 


While Patton’s forces drove re-] 


lentlessly toward Munich, two 
other Allied armies—the VU. S. 


Seventh and the French First— 
were pressing toward the same 
goal, and from the south, Alhed 
armies were overrunning the Po 
valley of northern Italy and 
threatening to block the Brenner 
pass from the retreating and dis- 
integrating German forces. 

American forces were within 40 
miles of Munith.

REDS SEIZE BRNO 

Simultaneously, Marshal Rodion 
Y. Malinovsky’s Second Ukrainian 
Army captured the great arma- 
ment center of Bruenn (Brno), 
second largest city of Czechoslo- 
vakia and one of the last great 
war production cities left to the 
tottering German war machine, 

In Italy the U. S. Fifth Army 
captured the railway center of 
Verona in a lightning 20-mile stab 
yesterday, virtually sealing off the 
Brenner pass escape route of Ger- 
man troops in Italy, and Swiss re- 
ports said patriots were seizing 
control of all major cities in north- 
ern Italy including Milan, Turin 
and Genoa. 

Nazi armies south of the Alps 
appeared entirely disorganized 
and prisoners were being rounded 
up by the thousands. A captured 
German corps commander, Gen. 
Von Schwerin, who was taken by 
the British Eighth Army, said: “I 
know the situation for German 
soldiers in north Italy is hopeless.” 
60,000 PRISONERS 

The total of prisoners bagged by 
the two Allied armies in Italy 
since they opened their all-out of- 
fensive soared well past 60,000. 
The Eighth Army alone seized 20 
enemy tanks and 40 guns and de- 
stroyed nearly 1,000 vehicles as it 
swept up to the Adige river in 
the last 24-hours. 

A Partisan-controlled radio in 
Milan reported last night that the 
Italian Liberation Committee had 
taken over the administration of 
the whole of northern Italy. 

In the drive for Austria, Pat- 
ton’s forces broke across the Dan- 
ube at four points and left that 
river line shredded along a 180- 
mile front and Munich imperiled 
by three separate American col- 
umns each about 40 miles from 
the city. 

Some 20 divisions in these three 
armies heading for Munich were 
pressing steadily southward, bent 
on engulfing the Nazi Alpine re- 
doubt before the SS troops could 
get set for a stand. 

A decisive battle appeared to 
be shaping up on Patton’s front 
nearest Austria, where Germans 
were massing in the mountain 
passes 70 miles from Hitler’s 
Berchtesgaden to meet the shock 
of the south-bound tanks and in- 
fantry. 

The French drove up to the 
Swiss frontier all the way from 
Basel, at the Swiss-French-German 
border junction, eastward to Lake 
Constance and the Swiss said 
these forces also hac captured the 
city of Constance, where many 
Nazi big-wigs and their families 
first took refuge. 

The French sweep along the 
Swiss border completed the envel- 
opment of the Black Forest, where 
trapped Germans were surrender- 
ing by the thousands.

“If it were not intended that 
the proposals should be amended,” 
he said, “it would have been no 
use in convening this conference.” 

A crowd of nearly 500 newsmen 
awaited Molotov in the Colonial 
room of the St. Francis hotel. He 
was nearly 10 minutes late in ap- 
pearing, due to the length of the 
steering committee session which 
lasted three hours and 45 minutes. 
He apologized for being late and 
introduced the other members of 
the Soviet delegation to the news- 
men. 

“I deemed it necessary to see 
the correspondents of foreign and 
American newspapers before the 
conference opens its proceedings,” 
Molotov said. “You are probably 
interested to learn about the Soviet 
attitude on various questions at 
San Francisco. 

“At the plenary session, I shall 
have the opportunity of setting 
forth that attitude. Immediately 
following the Chinese speaker, I 
will speak and I hope fulfill my 
mission. I hope it will facilitate 
yours and my problems at this 
conference.” 


ASKS FOR QUESTIONS 

He then asked for questions. 
The first one asked him to explain 
as simply as possible the Soviet 
attitude toward the Polish prob- 
lem, 

“The Polish question?” Molotov 
asked. “Are there any more ques- 
tions?” 

This was greeted with consid- 
erable laughter, but apparently

This situation has been most forcibly 
called to the south’s attention by a strongly 
worded resolution unanimously passed by 
American Legion Post 51, an organization 
whose membership includes no few mem- 
bers of various labor organizations. The 
resolution was adopted after two honor- 
ably discharged servicemen—both with in- 


‘juries which make it imperative that they 


follow sedentary occupations—were dis- 
missed by members of the operators’ local 
to whom they had been referred for train- 
ing by the Veterans’ Administration. 


They have fought—and their buddies 
have died—that organized labor, among 
other aspects of the democratic way of life, 
should survive. 


Those servicemen will resent, and nat- 
urally, any person’s or organization’s re- 
fusal to co-operate in the veterans’ rehabil- 
itation program. 


There will come a day, and shortly now, 
when congress will be subject to even a 
greater pressure than labor leaders have 
been able to bring to bear—the pressure of 
veterans and their friends and families. 


That’s the reason it is an extremely 
short-sighted union official who refuses, at 
this stage of the game, to aid the returning 
veteran in any way possible.

This Is What 
The British Want 


Ralph McGill tis en route 
around the world as a member of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf 
of universal news freedom.

(Editor’s Note: 


LONDON.-——I read that Johannes Stee! reports from Paris that 
the political trend in Europe is unmistakably reactionary and that, 
“if and when an election is held in Britain, Churchill will win.” I 
have no clairvoyance regarding the outcome of any of the elections, 
but whether or not Britain is going reactionary depends. upon the 
definition of certain words. 

During the war years Britain, under a coalition government, has 
made social progress which she could not otherwise have accom- 
plished for generations. 

In the month I have spent here interviewing ministers, labor 
leaders, conservatives, editors, professors, reading white papers, 
studying statutes, following current and past debates in the house 
of commons, it has become my conviction that, at however gradual 
a pace, this country is moving inevitably toward planning for the 
general welfare. 

If the Conservatives win, it will be because (1) the leadership 
of Winston Churchill has no effective challenger, (2) the Labor 
party is strong on radical principles, but hostile to youthful leaders 
and its administrative capacities are widely doubted while the 
Conservatives have welcomed and cultivated young Tories who have 
a very different mentality from that of their fathers, and (3) be- 
cause the British people want their new world grafted on the stem 
of old traditions. But any government that tries to go back to 
19th-century economics will quickly fall, and the progressive Con- 
servatives know it. 


Nutrition An outstanding fact established through war experi- 

ence is that, under conditions of unprecedented harda- 
ship, the nutritional level of the masses has been the highest in 
British history. Before the war more than half the people of this 
country were under or badly nourished 

Today, despite shortages and less palatable substitutes such as 
dried eggs resulting in monotonous diet, this is not so because of 
absolutely equal distribution at controlled prices of the 100 per cent 
imported and the 80 per cent domestically-produced food, the 20 
per cent gap here being filled by luxuries like game and quickly 
perishable vegetables. As far as food is concerned, Britain, unlike 
Russia, has had a pure Socialist program initiated by Lord Woolton, 
big business merchant. The result is a health triumphant through 
planned consumption. 

A new town and country planning act will make municipal and 
county governments landlords of vast amounts of city property, 
including business blocks and homes. An all-embracing national 
program for land use is in the white paper stage. 

A revised insurance act will protect Britons against all major 
hazards of life from the cradle to the grave. This insurance will 
be paid for by workers, consumers, and taxpayers. The burden 
falls on all and distributes, not creates, income. The indirect effect 
will be powerful, however, because when ill or unemployed a 
person must be supported above subsistence level. 

Powerful interest operates. to promote preventive medicine and 
full employment. 

A new education act provides not only free education, free meals, 
medical care, in some cases boarding schools for children up to the 
age of 15, and further free technical or university education for 
every gifted child, but also, in response to an overwhelming popular 
desire, provides continual religious instruction unless specifically 


vetoed by parents. 

: But the British people are sick and tired of agi- 
Want Action tators promising costless Utopias as well as slo- 
gans about freedom of private enterprise. They want specific pro- 
grams for tangible ends and may nationalize resources, basic in- 
dustries, utilities and communications. The Labor party is demand- 
ing these reforms within five years. But all classes -will fight 
against collectivization. 

In private life all rebuilding schemes have to take account of 
the 90 per cent demand for detached or semi-detached houses, It 
can be argued that modern apartment houses with common nurs- 
eries, playgrounds and laundries operated on the continental Social- 
ist models are more comfortable, labor saving and efficient, but 
Britishers are not taking to them. They don’t like what they call 
tenements. They want an up and downstairs, their own door key, 
and a hedged-in plot of garden, however small. 

In other words, the British want privacy. They want the crown, 
the altar, parliament and they are deeply suspicious of radical inno- 
vations which in the modern world produced a crop of despotic 
dictators. They don’t think dictatorship, class struggle, purges, 
and concentration camps represent progress in any direction ex- 
cept the obliteration of the rights of man. 

Thousands, even conservatives, admire what they believe to be 
the Russian economic system. No one has anything but horror 
for the Russian political system. They would rather risk being 
unemployed than jugged or liquidated for having an opinion or 
being suspected of having one.

Underground Army 
Organized in Britain 


It has now been revealed, by official British 

circles, that in the dark days of 1940, when every- 

" one believed the Germans would soon invade 

England, an underground movement was organized in Britain which 

was so secret that, even today, the names and identities of its mem- 
bership are unknown except to a very secret high command. 

The files carrying the names of the members of this organiza- 
tion are still marked “top secret’ and, it is-stated, will never be 
revealed or referred to except in the unlikely event that they should 
again have to go “underground.” 

More than that, so secretly was the movement organized, even 
today many members do not know the names of others and it Is 
doubted if any know more than a few immediate “contacts” among 
their comrades. 

There was no previous experience or example on which to base 
the organization. It was established before any of the occupied 
countries in Europe had established their secret organizations. There 
was, at that time, no “underground” in France, Belgium, Holland, 
Denmark or Norway. In fact, many of the essential methods used 
by those countries when they did establish their secret forces were 


copied from the British example. 
From the very first days of invasion threat, 


All Volunteers immediately after Dunkerque, each member 


of the underground organization volunteered for service they knew 
to be extremely hazardous. ‘Their roles required both skill and 
courage and they knew, too, by the very nature of their work, they 
could never reveal their duties, never hear public words of praise 
for their achievements. The organization was founded entirely on 
the zeal and patriotism of selected civilians from every walk of life, 
every grade of society. So well was it trained and organized there 
was never a moment from those days of 1940 until the secret army 
“stood down” a few weeks ago, by order of the war office, when 
it was not alert to furnish accurate information on enemy raids OF 
attempted invasion to the proper military headquarters. 

Every member was a civilian performing, in addition to these 
special duties, an ordinary wartime job. 

Each unit of the secret army had radio transmitters and re- 
ceivers, messengers and code clerks, skilled in deciphering code 
messages. They were organized and trained by 300 specially se- 
lected officers of the British army special duties branch. 

Radios were hidden all around the. country, in small concrete 
hideouts. These were so well hidden and camouflaged that thou- 
sands of people have walked over them without suspecting there 
was anything unusual near by. This secret force were not ama- 
teurs. They were minutely trained and kept in training by an 
army of intelligence officers. If the Germans had invaded Eng- 
land a merciless underground warfare would have been carried 
out against them without delay. | 7 

No one will ever know their names or identities. They are 
still, so far as the public knows, the same clerks, stenographers, 
retail storekeepers, war factory workers, clergymen, landowners, 
laborers, sales personnel, innkeepers, farmers, business and pro- 
fessional men they Have always been. 

The London Daily Mail, in a recent article, states that in one 
area of southern England, an area considered one of the likeliest 
for a German invasion attempt, the key figure in the underground 
army was an attractive girl, a blonde, who became a cipher expert 
and was charged with the task of transmitting to headquarters every 
detail reaching her from the agents in her district. 


They Will Remember While few of the members of this 


army have any idea who were the 
others in its ranks, all must have had contact with a few of their 
companions. Even now they cannot reveal either their own part 
in the story or the identities even of those few they know. 

But I imagine, in years to come, when, at informal gathering or 
party, some blatant claimant to “inside information” is spouting at 
length, there will be a sudden gleam in some eye and a quick glance 
at some other quiet individual across the room. 

They won't contradict the blatant braggart. 
anything. 

But they'll know, themselves, and each will know the other 
knows. And so, even if they receive no public recognition, they 
will have the satisfaction of knowing each other and each knowing 
they both remember and understand the true story of Britain's 
underground during the worst threat in her history since the con-

For 
one thing, the Georgia senator’s colleagues in the upper chamber 
are definitely putting the finger on him as the next secretary of 
the treasury. 


Before he left Sunday on the European battle-front mission, he 
was already being addressed by some of his senate colleagues as 
“Mr. Secretary,” the title reserved for cabinet officers. 


That President Truman is planning to make a number of changes 
in the cabinet in time no one denies. It is only a question of when 
he will deem it proper to act in this direction. Every vice presi- 
dent who takes over similarly after the death of the President is 
expected eventually to surround himself with a cabinet of his own 
choosing. 


In the absence of special cases involving the resignation of men 
who, for one reason or another, may desire to leave the government, 
Mr. Truman ordinarily may be expected to wait for a period of six 
months to a year—perhaps even longer—before undertaking a cabi- 
net reshuffle. 


But*whenever the time comes for the general overhauling, Sen. 
George's name is placed at the top of those who will be considered 
for the important Treasury post. He is accorded this rating not only 
because of his position as one of the three most influential Demo- 
cratic members of the senate and the chairman of the most powerful 
committee in the senate, the committee on finance, but because of 
his acknowledged standing as the foremost congressional authority 
on tax and fiscal affairs, both of which are closely related to the 
Treasury. : 


Some of the reports have it that Secretary Mor- 
Mor genthau genthau, after serving at his post for more than 
11 years, is prepared to step down upon the completion of the next 
war loan drive, which is scheduled to get under way soon. In that 
case, the way would be opened for the appointment of his successor 
at an early date. 

It may or may not be significant in this connection to remind 
that Secretary Morgenthau was one of the cabinet officers who 
insisted on tendering his formal resignation even after President 
Truman had asked all members of the group to remain on. He put 
it on the grounds that the new President had a right to exercise a 
free hand in selecting his official advisers; hence he thought it 
proper to file his resignation anyway, leaving it for Mr. Truman 
to make the decision as to when he should go. 

With four members of the cabinet, including -himself, coming 
from New York state, Mr. Morgenthau probably realizes that Presi- 
dent Truman will want to strike a better geographical balance in 
organizing his official family. The war emergency caused Mr. 
Roosevelt not to be bound by the usual restraints in this respect. 


o It seems logical to assume that more southern and 
Southern western men will be drawn into the cabinet. At 
present neither the south nor the far west is represented in the 
group. The south has been without representation since the retire- 
ment of Mr. Hull, a Tennessean, although at the beginning of the 
Roosevelt administration it had two cabinet members, the late Sec- 
retary of Commerce Roper, of South Carolina, being the second. 


Sen. George, thus, fits into the picture perfectly on this score. 
His appointment would not only restore to the south a rightful place 
in the cabinet, but it would give the Treasury an able and well- 
respected head, a man who would bring to the department a better 
knowledge of fiscal operations than any official who has directed 
that department in years. 

Everyone in Washington seems to agree that President Truman 
could make no’ happier choice for the Treasury portfolio. 

Sen. George himself, while flattered at the many favorable 
things said in projecting him for the post, frankly admits that he 
would have some misgivings about accepting the appointment, if 
it is tendered. The huge refinancing problems of the government 
after the war will be such, he says, as to discourage anyone from 
undertaking the heavy responsibilities of the Treasury secretary- 
ship. 

Nevertheless, his closest friends believe the honor of being called 
on to take the post would be‘so high that he could not very well 
refuse. It would be a fitting climax for his long public career. 

The Georgia senator is not expected back from his European 
tour for a week or ten days. When he returns and has an oppor- 
tunity to confer with President Truman, with whom he is on the 
most friendly terms, more may be learned of the situation. 

Along with a dozen other senatorial and congressional members, 
he went to Europe .on invitation of Gen. Eisenhower to make a 
first-hand inspection of some of the conditions found on the western 
front.

Powder T a 


Fight To Ease 
Racial Bill 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—(7) 
Southern Democrats won Repub- 
lican support in the House Rules 
Committee today in their fight 
t6 modify a bill to establish a per- 
manent Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission. 

Reps. Halleck, Republican, In- 
diana, and Michener, Republican, 
Michigan, urged amendments to 
insure full judicial review of the 
agency’s rulings and to eliminate 
a provision requiring rehiring of 
present FEPC employes. 

Chairman Norton, Democrat, 
New Jersey, of the House Labor 
Committee, has declared any such 
revision would “cripple the agen- 
cy so it could not function prop- 
erly.” 

Halleck said, however, that “in 
the name of fairness to both em- 
ployer and employe we must see 
that the agency is not prosecutor, 
jury and judge, all in one.” 

The bill would create a per- 
manent FEPC with power to pre- 
vent discrimination against em- 
ployes because of race, color or 
creed. The present agency func- 
tions on a temporary basis with 
presidential funds. 

Rep. Smith, Democrat, Virginia, 
conceded last week the measure 
would pass “in some form,” but 
said he and his southern  col- 
leagues would continue to oppose 


‘it and would recommend many 


changes. 

Rep. Fisher, Democrat, Texas, 
contended at today’s hearing that 
the legislation “is unconstitu- 
tional.” 

“It would give the FEPC agents 
power to enter a private home 
or business without a warrant, 
search the premises and take 
down any evidence,” he declared. 

“It would surely provoke con- 
flict between the state and fed- 
eral governments. 

“It would set up a virtual quota 
system requiring each employer 
to hire so many persons of as- 
sorted creeds and colors.” 

Rep. Cox, Democrat, Georgia, 
commented that the legislation 
“appears to be part of a plan to 
remake America and build to- 
talitarianism.”

Action on Hiring Veterans 


The Atlanta Motion Picture Op- 
erators’ Union, formally answering 
charges made by East Point Amer- 
ican Legion Post 51 that the un- 
ion was refusing to train desiring 
wounded -veterans as projection- 
ists, has issued a statement that 
its action is hasecd on the limited 
number of jobs available. 


Contending that “in the whole 
of metropolitan Atlanta” there 
are less than 75 motion picture 
projectionists employed, the un- 
ion said it desired to retain the 
jobs for former projectionists 
now in the armed services entitled 
to their. jobs when they return. 


The statement was in answer 
to a Constitution story reporting 
the Legion post’s action in adopt- 
ing a resolution against the union, 
and quoting F. C. Coleman, East 
Point theater operator, as to the 
union’s action. 

The statement, devoted largely 
to an attack on Coleman, contend- 
ed that “the reason for this temp- 
est in a teapot may become ap- 
parent when we say that we are 
in the midst of a wage dispute 
with the majority of Atlanta the- 
aters.” 

Theater owners contended that 
wounded service men desiring to 
learr. the trade and finding a 
closed door from the union did 
not necessarily want to remain in 
Atlanta after learning the trade, 
and said that in some sections 
there is a shortage of operators 
and a great demand for them. 

The union statement in full fol- 


lows: 

“Officials of the Atlanta Motion Pic- 
ture Operators’ Union, Il. A. T. S. E., Lo- 
cal No, 225, were astounded at the action 
of the East Point Post No. 51, of the 


American Legion, in passing a resolution : 


censuring the operators’ union for ‘re- 
fusing to teach returning disabled vet- 
cone to be motion picture projection- 
sts 

“These officials were rather surprised 
that the East Point Legion boys did not 
make some effort to get the other side 
of the story. before passing such a strong- 
ly worded resolution, and were of the 
opinion that had the Legion post had the 
benefit of the whole truth, they certain- 
ly would not have issued such a state- 
ment. 

“In the first place, Mr. Fred Coleman, 
East Point theater manager, seems to 
have successfully ‘duped’ the Legion 
boys. Did Mr. Coleman, by any chance, 
tell the Legion that all of his theaters in 
East Point, Hapeville and College Park 
are nonunion and that the union has in 
no way interferred in his efforts to teach 
any one he pleased? Did he tell the Le- 
gion he operates only one union theater 
and it is in the city limits of Atlanta, 
and that instead of training these vet- 
erans in his theaters over which the 
union has no control, that he sends them 
to the union in order to attempt to put

a talk with the president of the local, 
Frank Morrison, who noticed he had a 
physical handicap which would probably 
prevent him becoming a successful pro- 
jectionist, and advised him to make an 
effort to get into some trade or profes- 
sion which was not so limited in the 
number of jobs. Regarding Mr. Coleman's 
statement concerning wage scales, he 
seems to have exaggerated there also, as 
we know of no theater anywhere in At- 
lanta that has a wage scale of $100 per 
week. As for the $30 per week in a 
small town, could Mr. Coleman by 
chance, have been referring to East Point 
as a small town? 

“Since, in the whole of metropolitan 
Atlanta, less than 75 motion picture pro- 
jectionists are employed, we would like 
to ask someone what would become of 
our own members who are now serving 
their country, in the armed forces, if 
they come back—as veterans, to take 
their old job, as the GI bill of rights 
provides that they shall do, and find 
that another man is on that job and will 
not give it up, what we repeat, will our 
veteran member do? And if the trainee 
should relinquish the job and the re- 
turning member be re-employed, as the 
law requires, then what will become of 
the trainee?

WASHINGTON.—A newspaper 
at Camp Blanding in Florida de- 
fines GI Joe something like this: 

He’s manpower to the govern- 
ment, an. expendable item to the 
general, a potential casualty to the 
medic, another pair of feet to shoe 
to the quartermaster, a replace- 
ment to the company commander, 
a gold brick to his first sergeant, 
a chow hound to his mess ser- 
geant, a lousy recruit who will 
never make a soldier to his buck 
sergeant, a target for hard labor 
to his corporal, a hero to his girl. 

But to his family he’s a shining 
example of an American soldier. 


And to the country, every per- 
son in any of the services—Navy, 
Marines, Coast Guard or Army— 
is a GI Joe or Jane. The country 
says it respectfully and lovingly. 
For he’s a wonder of the world. 


But we who are ex-service don’t 
worry any longer about what the 
quartermaster, the mess sergeant, 
the company commander, the gen- 
eral or the corporal think or say. 


The War Manpower Commission 
has now changed its definition of 
a veteran, Previously wang men 
who were discharged after Dec. 8, 
1941, were classified as veterans. 

Now, for the purpose of employ- 
ment, anyone who has served as 
a member of the armed forces 
since Sept. 16, 1940, date of the 
enactment of the national selec- 
tive service act, is a veteran. 

This agrees with the GI bill of 
rights, since to be eligible for its 
benefits you must have served on 
or after Sept. 16, 1940. There is 
only one exception. 

The word “on” is omitted from 
title V of the act. This deals with 
unemployment pay—to be eligible, 
you must have served “after” Sept. 
16, 1940. A small point, which 
may affect none. 

The total now in the armed 


forces is over 12,000,000. It also 
has been announced that there are 
over 1,600,000 ex-service men and 
women of this war. 

Gen, Hines, head of the Ve+t- 
erans’ Administration, testified be- 
fore the House Appropriations 
Committee that the then rate of 
release was around 90,000 month- 
ly, and that after V-E Day, the 
War Department planned to re- 
lease 200,000 to 250,000 a month, 
This V-E Day demobilization rate 
was denied the following day by 
the War Department. 

However, two things seem clear. 
There are more than a million and 
a half ex-service people now. And 
it seems obvious that the way our 
crowd of global war veterans will 
increase after the war will make 
rabbits seem like celibates. 

Prayer can be a powerful force 
when it is sung by those who mean 
it. A B-24 gunner has many times 
repeated the following at his gun 
station: 

God of the evening, God of the 
night, God of the morning, God of 
thy light, keep our engines strong, 
in flight.

Reports of a “Prayer Wing” or- 
ganized within the air forces have 
caused many civilians to write 
asking for permission to enroll. 
The existence of a “Prayer Wing” 
is merely based on the suggestion 
that men, whether on the ground 
or in the air, should utter a prayer 
for early victory at least once each 
day. 

None should feel] that they have 
to “enroll” to pray. Families of 
service men are doing their own 
praying. But imagine the addi- 
tional pull towards final peace, 
should every veteran and every 
member of his family make up his 
own prayer for victory and peace 
and then repeat it day after day,

Sweetbreads, a Glandular Meat,

| “What are sweetbreads, and 
‘how do you cook them?” is a ques- 
ition often asked these days. For 
‘this meat, like other of the meat

Remove Barriers on Small 


Business, Says 


Wallace 


NEW YORK, April 26.—(4)—A four-point postwar program of 
government aid to small business is proposed by Secretary of Com- 
merce Henry A. Wallace in the May issue of Reader’s Digest. 


It is Wallace’s aim to “keep our, 
American economic system com- 
petitively free’ and he plans to) 
make that system “free-er than it) 
is today.” 

“I shall governmentally plan 
toward that end as long as I have| 
any governmental opportunity, | 
and I shall urge such a course 
upon the people and upon their 
elected representatives in the con- 
gress,’’ Wallace writes. 

Wallace makes plain that he is 
“against a planned economy.’ 
That, he says, ‘“‘means tyranny.” 

Presenting his program, Wallace | 
points out that “small business” 
in 1944 provided 45 per cent of | 
the total American and industrial 
employment.
